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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art references 
do not disclose or teach a tire inflation system comprising a first rotary union member on the end 
of an axle having with a first seal ring, a second rotary union member mounted on the hub cap and 
in general alignment with the first opening and second seal ring, a flexible tube extending into first 
opening and second opening, each of the elongate openings closely receiving a substantial length 
of an end of the tube so that flexing of the tube compensates for misalignment while minimizing 
risk of distortion of the seal rings which might enable the to leak as set forth in the claims.
